a7ice making their business illegal. San 
Fernando valley is prepared to fight to 
:he last ditch to prevent the garbage 
from being fed to hogs in that valley. 
San Fernando is a part of Los Angeles 
city, and that city, while willing to 
dump its garbage on other communities 
lias an ordinance of its own which pro- 
hibits the feeding of it to hogs or tho 
disposal of it in any way inside the 
city limits. 
The ordinance even says 


that it is illegal to dispose of it with- 
n five miles of the Los Angclos city 
imits, which is an 
assumption of 


authority the city does not actually 
possess outside its own 
limits, 
but

While the garbage feeders, Whitman, 


and Steele, have announced that they 
will attack the county ordinance on the

or gray scale of the groves in the in- 
terior part of the state. 


The citricola is admittedly a^ easier 


scale to kill than the black scale, as 
it is softer. 
Tulare county spraying 


has been eminently successful for six 
years, according to statements by the 
big growers of that district who hav« 
been using the Balfour, Guthrie pro 
duct. It has also been possible to eou- 
triol thrips with this spray, and to 
eliminate fungi. It is claimed that the 
trouble known as splitting bark has 
been rectified also. 


The Balfour, Guthrie Company is a 


great concern with its main offices in 
London, England, and deals in a hun- 
dred activities, with the making of a 
scale spray as only a very small part 
of its 
business. 
Having unlimited 


funds, this company has been experi- 
menting for six years, and while they 
have achieved good results in Tulare 
county, the company will not allow any 
statement to be made in advance of 
actual work in Los Angeles county.

Dear Sir: I understand that at a 


meeting of the Covina school board last 
evening I was quoted as having stated 
that Covina was one of the most extra- 
vagantly run high schools in this coun- 
ty. I wish to say in correction that I 
never made any statement of that char- 
acter. 
I imagine that reference was 


made to a talk which I gave before the 
associated chambers of commerce last 
year when the board of supervisors was 
being urged to levy a maximum tax al- 
lowed by law for school purposes, at 
which I quoted the per capita cost of 
all the high schools in my district as 
taken from the county auditor's report 
as shown by the books in the superin- 
tendent of schools' office. I believe I 
also made the statement that the per 
capita cost of nearly all high schools in 
Los Angeles county was greater than in 
any other part of the United States. 


As a matter of fact, the report shows 


that the per capita cost of the high 
schools of this county runs from $118.43 
in the city of Long Beach to $459.77 in 
Pucntc union high school district; Co- 
vina's per capita cost being '$314.06; 
the average for the entire county being 
$153.12. 


I would not for one moment think of 


entering into a contest in Covina as to 
whether or not they should increase 
their school facilities or as to whether 
they are adequate or inadequate. That 
is entirely a matter for the people of 
the district to settle for 
themselves. 


When the board was asked to make the 
maximum rate for the entire county 
for* high schools as well as elementary, 
I thought the public was entitled to tho 
facts as to what the present costs were, 
and gave them as shown by the audit- 
or's report.

There is an old prospector who has 


roamed the upper ranges of the Sierra 
Mndre mountains for many years, who 
spends a small portion of his time wash- 
ing out gold enough to buy provision:-., 
his leisure being applied to dreaming 
along the sunlit trails, the while he 
hopes in a. mild sort of way, to some 
day make a real strike.' He lives on 
ground corn and oatmeal, and says that 
seventy-five dollars in gold dust will 
keep him for a year. 


If the state of California had con- 


tinued with the ideas and ideals of 
twenty-five years ago it might even 
now be boasting less money than three- 
fourths of the states of the union. If 
it had continued to look with resigna- 
tion upon corporation control; if it had 
taken a firm stand that the little red 
schoolhouse was good enough, and that 
teachers should work for a little spend- 
ing money and board around with tho 
folks of the district; if it had only 
stuck to a policy that the automobile 
and the truck were nuisances and not 
to be encouraged with roads; if it had 
been complacent in the misappropria- 
tion of the water and power of the 
people; if it had adhered sternly to 
the edict that woman's place was in 
the home and not at the polling place; 
if it had shrugged its shoulders and 
declared that an orphan was a pauper 
and marked by circumstance to forever 
occupy a lowly place; if it had con- 
tinued to allow industry to kill and 
maim without any recompense to the 
unfortunates broken on -labor's wheel; 
if it had smacked its lips at the fat 
profits from child labor; if it had con- 
tinued to consider that woman's work 
should never be done; if it had turned 
its back on the indigent sick and the 
aged and penniless; if it had bidden 
the empty-sleeved soldier to sell pencils 
on the corner;— 


Then, today, it might be enjoying 
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an "economic" state government, more 
economic, perhaps, than some of the 
slates in the southern black belt of 
several decades ago, and taxes would 
not be nearly so high, and it would 
be much easier for a few to make a 
lot of money and to keep it. 


Under those conditions the state 


might have adopted a motto, such, for 
instance, as "SAY NOTHING—DO 
NOTHING—BE NOTHING'' and econ- 
omy would reign supreme. 
It would 


have to be supreme, for there would 
be but a fesv to pay the taxes, while 
the many might enjoy their corn-meal 
and reflections in endless days of peace. 


But we are a Saxon people, some in 


blood and all in training here in Amer- 
ica. The state is made up of the people, 
and the people from time to time have 
demanded reform. A few restless lead- 
ers have educated the many to believe 
that there should be industrial and agri- 
cultural progress for all; that the water 
and power of the state did not belong 
to corporations but to the people; that 
transportation companies should not 
buy legislation and legislators; that if 
the poor we have always with us we 
should care for the poor and find a 
remedy wherein to keep others from be- 
coming public charges; that we should 
indeed run the state for the people and 
not for just a few of the people, and— 


The result has been that the cost of 


running the state for the people has 
mounted year by year as the state legis- 
lators and officials thought 
of 
more 


ways to give the people more and equal 


opportunity; as the spiritual injunction 
to care for the unfortunate was heeded; 
as the people were returned the prop- 
erty that had been taken from them 
with little or no recompense; as the 
institutions of learning began to rise 
in every part of the state; as justice 
began to function for an increasing, 
number and with an increasing temper- 
ing of mercy. 


The people did these things. 
They 


demanded these reforms, and these pro- 
gressive steps at the ballot box. They 
never have asked for a rescinding of 
the program which they ordered. Only 
those who still cling to the corporation 
wheels as a method of locomotion are 
disgruntled, and fill the welkin with 
their cries of ruinous taxation. 
You 


find in these days the rancher at Sacra- 
mento steering legislation to the statute 
books instead of the Southern Pacific 
tax expert with his salary of twenty 
thousand a year. You find the orchard- 
ist represented at the state capital, suc- 
ceeding in getting laws passed that 
benefit him and his industry, and which 
cost more money in taxation to enforce. 
You find the tiller of the soil at Sacra- 
mento pushing through laws that call 
for a more equitable distribution of 
water and power, with the knowledge 
that the enforcement of these laws will 
cost more money in taxation. You find 
the emancipated woman at Sacramento 
urging laws for the protection of the 
child," for the care of the injured and 
the infirm, for the abolition of alcoholic 
slavery—and knowing that when these 
laws pass they will cost money to en- 
force. 


You find the governing agencies of 


the state fully aware that these laws 
will cost money to enforce, and that 
men and women must be appointed to 
see that they are enforced and adminis- 
trated, and you find these governing 
agencies weighing the cost in money as 
against the cries of the economists, and 
finding that the economists are false 
economists, and that mounting taxes 
are much preferred to economic, indus- 
trial and 
SL ial slavery, lack of pro- 


gress, unresponsiveness and political de- 
gradation. 


Who is crying out at the high cost 


of state government Is it the woman 
who has been making this fight against 
long hours and child labor? Is it the 
rancher who has seen his children edu- 
cated in a system unexcelled in all the 
world, and which costs the state fifty 
per cent of all it collects in taxes! Is, 
it the industrial worker whose labor 
has been eased and his condition bene- 
fited, and who sees his injured com- 
rades cared for? 


No. 
The chorus of economists is 


trained and made vocal by the corpora- 
tions, who rightly see in every reform 
a menace to their security, and who 
correctly interpret in every forward 
movement for the people the loosening 
of their power to plunder and to exploit. 


The state of California has passed 


through a period 
of great 
reforms. 


These reforms are but 
the 
advance 


scouts of what coming. The people have 
been given a taste of what it means 
to control what is their own. 
They 


see the possibilities of it, and their 
handwriting is throwing consternation 
into the corporation feast-making. It is 
the old fight. It has been a series 
battles, but all belonging to one major 
offensive. 
It has not ceased, and wil 


not cease. A greater engagement than

Road Commission Answers 


Automobile Club Criticisms 


By CHAS. A. WHITMQRE, Member of the California Highway Commission 


In an article given to the press by' 


the Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, the charge is made that "25 
per cent of the state highways now 
iveed to be reconstructed and that few, 
if any, of the roads can be expected 
to last the life of the bonds issued to 
pay for them." 


The article further states that the 


"report of the U. C. bureau of public 
roads corroborates the finding of the 
automobile club engineers in essential 
points." The article in some metro- 
politan newspapers is accompanied by 
illustrations of pavement failures. 


Whatever 
reconstruction 
is 
now 


necessary, 
except over adverse sub- 


grade, has been occasioned by unpre- 
cedented increase in automobile traf- 
fic, and by gross overloading of trucks, 
and not by any essential fault in the 
structure of the pavement to meet traf 
fie needs for which it was designed. 


When the construction of the state 


system commenced, the registration 
>f 


motor vehicles was 35,000, with trucks 
a negligible quantity. The increase of 
traffic was gradual for several years, 
but the war brought phenomenal de- 
velopment of truck use, there being 
now as many trucks registered in th( 
state as there were automobiles anc 
trucks combined in 1910. 
The tote.'. 


registration Of motor vehicles of al 
kinds this year approaches 600,000, as 
against 35,000 ten years ago. 


It is manifestly unfair to criticize th< 


construction of yesterday in the lighi 
of today's traffic.

ystem nominated in the original and 
ucceeding highway acts. 
To have 


)laced another interpretation upon the 
mandate of the people, and to have 
onstrueted a comparatively small mile- 
age of thick, wide concrete highways 
>etween population centers, would have 
>ecn to jeopardize the completion of 
he system, and would have retarded 
construction of county systems to con- 
nect, with the state system. 
A large 


mileage of serviceable highways is the 
measure of highway accomplishment in 
California, and is appreciated by the 
LT. S. bureau of public roads, if not 
Dy the automobile clubs of the state, 
[n submitting its report, Thomas H. 
McDonald, chief of the bureau of pub- 
lic roads, says, in part: 


"Within the past five years an 


unprecedented demand has been 
made upon the highway adminis- 
trator and highway 
engineer to 


produce a largo mileage of econom- 
ical and serviceable highways. The 
extent to which he has produced 
this combined result is the true 
standard of measurement 
of 
his 


achievement. 


"Let the present traffic service 


rendered by the state highways of 
California, conservatively estimat- 
ed, we believe, at 400,000,000 vehi- 
cle miles per year be multiplied by 
any reasonable unit rate to indi- 
cate the present annual returns to 
the people on the total investment 
to date of about $42,000,000." 
Now turn to one paragraph from the 


report selected as the most vital to 
be repeated here: 
'' The financial administration 


has been scrupulously honest and 
careful and tlte administrative and 
engineering costs have not been 
excessive, nor have final costs much 
exceeded the engineer's estimates. 
There should be no hesitation in 
going forward with confidence."

Correctly interpreting the needs of 


the state in mileage of paved roads, 
the California highway commission de- 
signed a concrete base of minimum 
width and thickness, capable of being 
widened and thickened as traffic needs 
developed. Through thia policy 
the 


state for nine years has had the use of 
over twice the mileage of concrete road 
that it would otherwise have had. 


These roads reach every important 


center of population. They arc earn- 
ing, according to the federal bureau 
of economists, 50 per cent of our total 
highway investment, or $20,000,000 per 
year, on an investment June 20, 1920, 
of $42,000,000. They may be widened 
and thickened without any appreciable 
loss of ultimate road service and at a 
total cost for original investment, main- 


- I tenance and reconstruction, but little' 


Jin excess of the present dSy.of cost of 


' ?tius" construction of a'-wider, thicker 


highway. • .

The commission's plan for bringing 


the trunk lines of the state abreast of 
the traffic needs of today include the 
construction of concrete shoulders 2% 
feet wide and 6 to 8 inches thick with 
the center section over the old concrete 
base covered with 2 inches of Topeka 
or 4 inches of reinforced concrete wear- 


and of this percentage the report as- 
serts that 70 per cent is over adverse 
soils. 


The figures for mointenacc on the 


Grapevine section, given in the auto 
club article as $1114 per mile, are 
garbled and misleading. For instance, 
•cost of cultivating and watering two 
rows of state trees over the semi-arid 
section of 17 milca costs from $5,000 
to $8,000 per year is added into the 
maintenance costs of the section. No 
segregation is made between general 
and specific maintenance, and the read- 
er is left with the conclusion that all 
of the maintenance cost has been upon 
the concrete base instead of over 70 
per cent upon the 
shoulders, 
trees, 


structures, weeds, etc. As a matter of 
fact, the average cost of maintenance 
and replacements of all kinds on all 
paved highways in the state system up 
to June 20, 1920, was $307 per mile. 
It is not fair to pick out tKe cost on 
one failing section as indicative of the 
maintenance cost of California state 
hghways. 


CONDITIONS CHANGED. 


The California highway commission, 


if it had these sections to build today, 
would make them fully adequate for 
present day demands, as it is making 
all over sections which it is now laying 
adequate for the conditions which they 
are expected to sustain. 


Whether our judgment of today will 


meet the conditions ten years from now 
7.0 man can tell, nor would it be either 
economical or good engineering to lay 
a 10 inch 24 foot pavement at enormous 
cost, where a 5 inch 15 foot slab will 
meet all reasonable estimates of pres- 
ent and future traffic demands. 


The charge that the commission has 


not profited by experience, and that 
it is constructing today under the 1912 
specifications, or even 1916 spr;cifica- 
tions, is entirely false. 
The commis- 


sion is using every known means to 
neutralize the effect of adobe soils, and 
is varying its concrete specifications 
in accordance with the use to which 
a section of highway may be subjected. 


I note that in one of the illustrations 


used by the auto club under a full page 
caption in the Los 
Angeles 
Times:

If the demand for this 


treatment is in advance of the ability 
of the California highway commission 
to meet it, the fault lies solely with 
the two automobile clubs of the state 
which maintained a lobby throughout 
the entire session of the late legisla- 
ture, opposing every effort of the Cali- 
fornia highway commission, through a 
gasoline tax and a moderate increase 
of motor vehicle license fees, princi- 
pally on heavy duty trucks, to get the 
funds essential for this construction. 


This failure to increase motor license 


fees leaves California with a situation 
where a two ton White pneumatic tired 
truck pays the same license fee ($S.80) 
that is paid by a Ford runabout. A 
22 passenger White bus pays the same 
license feo that a Studebaker touring 
car pays ($11.60), and a four-ton More- 
land solid-tired truck pays $29.40 as 
against an average fee for the same 
capacity truck for the entire United 
States of $45.50. The average license 
fee paid per ear in California is $1.32 
less than the average for the United 
States, yet we give more highway ser- 
vice than most other states. 


CLAIM WRONG SAVING. 


The clubs claim to have saved the 


automobile and truck owners $11,000,- 
000 during the next two. years, but if 
they have saved these owners, they 
have deprived the highways of that 
sum. 
Whatever improvement is now 


necessary has been occasioned almost 
entirely through use of our highways 
by the motor vehicles of the persons 
who would have met the increased tax. 


All the people of California are pro- 


viding the funds for original construc- 
tion, and it is only right that those 
who now make use of highways for 
business or pleasure should pro-rate the 
cost of such maintenance, reconstruc- 
tion and improvement as is made neces- 
sary by such use. 


In its statement, the automobile club 


draws particular attention to the fail- 
ures on the 17-mile Grapevine section 
in Kern county, and the Calabases sec- 
tion between Universal City and the 


subgrado is being adulterated by tie 
mixing of oil to a depth of several 
inches. Furthermore, this section is a 
federal aid project, in the construction 
•and cost of which, the U. S. bureau of 
public roads is co-operating, and our 
'specifications and soil treatment have 
both been approved by 
the 
federal 


bureau. 


A dispassionate examination of the 


highways of the state, the records of 
the commission and the federal report, 
must lead inevitably to the conclusion 
that the charges of the automobile clubs 
are based on the exception and not the 
rule, and are sustained only by garbling 
figures of the cost of maintenance and 
reconstruction. 


The percentage of failed areas is 


grossly exaggerated, as is likewise'the 
percentage of such areas to the total 
mileage. The fact that present con- 
crete specifications are totally different 
from those in the failed areas is ignor- 
ed, and the public is told that the 
commission is still using 1912 specifi- 
tions. Pictures of failures are publish- 
ed and those which would show typical 
seetons of the 90 per cent of splendid 
highways are suppressed. 


No attention is paid to the great 


economic value of mileage of service- 
able roads, capable of being widened 
and thickened to meet the' traffic needs 
of the future, and in criticizing failures 
of specific sections, the clubs ignore 
their full responsibility for preventing 
state authorities from 
securing 
the 


funds necessary to bring older trunk 
.line highways up 'to the necessary 
standard of today. 


ATTACK UNWARRANTED. 


It is almost inconceivable that as 


able men as compose the directorate 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California can sponsor such an attack 
on the integrity of state highways of 
California as has just appeared in the 
press of this section of the state, if 
they are in possession of the true facts, 
and have any real appreciation of the 
background of state highway work, of 
its problems, both engineering and fin- 
ancial,' and of its present policy and

the next ten years will cost approxi- 
mately $1,500,000,000. However, the law 
provides that money shall be advanced 
only as it is needed for actual develop- 
ments, under "a system by which con- 
struction will be paid for out of water 
and power earnings, without additional 
taxation," reads the statement of the 
committee. 


The "Marshall plan," one of the 


projects which will be included in the 
scope of the law, proposes the linking 
of practically the entire state of Cali- 
fornia through construction of an irri- 
gation canal 1400 miles long. The canal, 
tapping the Klamath river near the 
Oregon line, would run through 
the 


mountains on the eastern side of the 
state, interconnecting the Sacramento, 
Feather, Yuba, Bear, American, Stanis- 
laus. Merced, Kern and San Joaquin 
rivers. At a point approximately fifty 
miles south of Bakersfield it would 
turn northward again. It is claimed the 
plan would eliminate floods throughout 
the affected area, furnish ample irriga- 
tion waters to all lands involved, in- 
cluding hundreds of thousands of acres 
now arid. 


To Los Angeles the Marshall plan 


would deliver from the Kern river, it 
is claimed, four times as much water 
as now comes from the aqueduct. The 
canal would be navigable, and in its 
favor would give "a complete solution 
of irrigation, power, floods, reclamation 
and navigation problems" in a single 
stroke. 


The project's estimated cost is $100, 


000,000.
